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CHICAGO  ~  Nobody  could  hear  that  "tinkling  piano  in  the  next 
apartment"  if  architects  and  contractors  used  better  acoustical  planning 
to  protect  modern  cave  dwellers  against  their  neighbors'  noises. 

That  is  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Hovrard  C,  Hardy,  acoustics  expert  at 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.  He  says: 

"Modern  structures  -  including  residences,  apartment  houses, 
office  buildings,  and  hospitals  -  are  pleasing  to  the  eye  and  structurally 
sound,  but  occupants  often  get  an  impression  of  flimsiness.  .  . 

"The  man  seeking  peace  and  quiet  in  his  apartment  hears  the  crash 
of  the  elevator  door,  the  heavy-footed  youngster  playing  upstairs,  the 
girl  next  door  picking  out  "Chop  Sticks"  on  the  piano,  her  father's  splashings 
in  the  shower,  even  the  rum.ble  and  gurgle  of  heating  and  cooling  machinery 
in  the  basement. 

"In  a  sense,  this  is  an  invasion  of  privacy,  a  valuable  property 
right  a  man  bargains  for  when  he  buys  or  rents  a  dwelling, " 

Dr.  Hardy,  who  is  assistant  chairman  of  the  Foundation's  physics 
department,  puts  his  finger  on  four  noise  sources ; 

1,  Floors  -  the  chief  conductors  of  noise  -  transmit  living  or 
office  sounds  if  there  is  no  isolation  between  covering  and  structure 
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bearinig  surfaces  -  asphalt  tile  attached  directly  to  concrete 
flooring,  for  instance. 

2.  Walls  tend  to  be  too  thin  where  privacy  is  needed  -  in  bed- 
rooms and  bathrooms.  This  situation  is  aggravated  by  inserts  in  walls 
for  medicine  chests  and  alcoves.  False  ceilings  covering  plumbing  are 
often  in  the  same  class. 

3.  Large  windows  -  acoustically  sound  in  themselves  -  pick  up 
across-the-court  noises  when  open  if  improperly  placed. 

h»     Plumbing  devices  are  the  "hole  in  the  dike"  for  a  multitude 
of  sound  leaks,  pipes  often  are  tied,  to  walls.  Thus  the  throb  of  a  motor 
in  the  basement  shinnies  up  the  piping  system  and  sneaks  through  walls 
into  living  or  office  quarters.  Heating  or  cooling  ducts  have  the  qualities 
of  a  public  address  system.  That  slot  for  used  razor  blades  in  the  medicine 
chest  is  an  escape  for  bathroom  noises  into  the  adjoining  apartment.

CHICAGO  —  A  picture  may  be  worth  a  million  words,   but  many 
artists  and  designers  can't  describe  their  work  in  a  million  sentences. 

That  is  the  opinion  of  Henry  Knepler,   instructor  in  English  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

"Artists  and  designers  often  have  serious  trouble  in  writing 
about   their  work,"  Knepler  explained. 

To  help  overcome  this  difficulty,  a  unique  English  course  for 
students  in  design  was  arranged  and  taught  last  winter  by  Mr,  Knepler 
at  the  Institute  of  Design  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  course   is  built  around  the  concept  of  "communication  in  the 
arts  and  literature," 

"The  ability  of  the  designer  to  express  his  ideas  and  works 
successfully  is  very  crucial,"  Knepler  commented, 

"True,  a  well-designed  chair  should  explain  itself;   but  at  the 
Institute  of  Design  we  also   feel  that  designers  should  be  able  to  write 
clearly  and  intelligently  about  their  work,     lidanufacturers  can  be  reached 
more  successfully  in  this  way,  and  public  interest  in  good  design  can 
be  enlarged,"  Knepler  continued. 

The  course  is  for  upper-class  and  graduate  students  in  design. 
It  proved  so  successful  last  v/inter  that  the  Institute  of  Design  has 
decided  to  place  it  on  a  pernanent  basiso 
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Knepler  explained  the  course  this  way: 

"To  write  wellt  the  student  must  be  exposed  to  good  writing. 
So,  first  of  all,  we  studied  writings  about  art.  Here  the  student 
could  get  first-hand  knowledge  about  how  art  critics  communicate  their 
ideas. 

"For  example,  we  read  Guillaume  Apollinaire 's  'The  Cubist  Ifei inters, ' 
to  see  how  a  famous  art  critic  expressed  his  belief  and  interest  in  works 
of  art,"  Knepler  continued. 

The  students  v/ere  then  given  writing  assignments  in  which  they 
expressed  descriptions,  impressions,  and  analyses  of  works  of  art  and 
design. 

"But  the  course  was  not  limited  to  teaching  simply  how  to  vYrite 
about  art,"  he  explained  further. 

"It  had  a  broader  scope-.  We  tried  to  furnish  the  student  with 
a  niDre  comprehensive  knowledge  of  ideas  and  literature. 

"The  designer  is  a  specialisti  and,  like  any  other  specialist, 
he  needs  a  working  knowledge  about  other  fields  than  his  own  in  order 
to  broaden  himself,"  Knepler  said. 

Such  writers  as  T.  3.  Eliot,  Shaw,  Ernest  Hemingway,  and  James 
Joyce  were  studied  in  the  course. 

The  course  will  be  offered  again  next  year  at  the  Institute  of 
Design  in  the  winter  semester. 
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CHICAGO  --  Twenty-five  hundred  years  separate  the  subjects  being 
studied  this  summer  in  Greece  by  two  teachers  from  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology.

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CHICAGO  —  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  today  announced  expanded  activity  in  the  relatively  new  field 
of  Operations  Research, 

Dr.  ThoiiBS  E.  Cay-570od,  33 1  senior  operations  research  officer 
for  the  Institute  for  Air  Weapons  Research  at  the  University  of  Chicago 
for  the  last  five  years,  has  been  appointed  supervisor  of  the  new 
program. 

Dr.  Caywood's  appointment  was  announced  by  William  A.  Casler, 
assistant  director  of  research  at  the  Foundation. 

Operations  Research  came  into  its  own  during  World  V/ar  II. 
Military  men  directing  the  global  conflict  called  upon  the  scientist 
to  advise  them  on  how  to  exploit  manpower,  equipment,  and  latest 
technological  advances  to  best  advantage. 

This  meeting  of  the  military  and  scientific  minds  proved  an 
immediate  success;  and,  following  the  war,  business  and  industry  began 
to  use  the  plan. 

The  technique  is  two- fold:   "After  studying  current  operating 
procedures,  the  operations  analyst  applies  scientific  methods  to  arrive 
at  results  which  form  a  basis  for  executive  decision,"  Dr.  Caywood 
explained. 
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"In  simple  language,"  he  added,  "the  operations  research 
scientist  shows  the  businessman  or  industrialist  how  he  can  make  the 
most  with  what  he  has».  .perhaps  the  introduction  of  a  ne?/  product  or 
simplification  of  a  manufacturing  process  can  spell  the  difference 
between  profit  and  loss*" 

Dr.  CajTOood  is  a  mathematician,  and  his  entire  career  has  been 
devoted  to  Operations  Research.  Before  going  to  the  University  of 
Chicago,  he  investigated  problems  concerning  U.S.  Navy  combat  inforimtion 
centers  during  World  far  II  at  Harvard  University. 

He  received  his  Ph.D.  degree  in  mathenatics  at  Harvard 
University,  Cambridge,  fess,,  in  1947.  In  19^0  he  obtained  an  M,A, 
degree  at  Northv7e8tern  University,  and  the  year  before,  an  A,B,  degree 
at  Cornell  College,  Mount  Vernon,  Iowa,  Both  degrees  were  in 
mathematics  and  physics. 

As  the  Operations  Research  member  of  a  committee  of  scientists, 
he  is  studying  rockets  for  the  Research  and  Development  Board  of  the 
National  Military  Establishment. 

A  charter  member  of  the  newly- organized  Operations  Research 
Society  of  America,  he  also  is  a  member  of  the  American  Mathematical 
Society,  Institute  of  Radio  Engineers,  and  the  American  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Science.

What  are  the  nation's  best  non-theatrical   films? 

The  Institute   of  Design  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  gave  its  own 
ansv/ers  to  that  question  last  month  v/hen  it  honored  the  makers  of  six  outstanding 
films  for  "excellence  in  audio-visual  coEsnunication." 

Producers  and  sponsors  of  the  nationally  distributed  fiLis  received 
trophies  and  certificates  signifying  their  triumph  at  the  first  annual  award 
cerem.ony  June  27.      Institute  of  D.?sign  staff  inembers,   professional  film  makers,   and 
students  enrolled  in  notion  picture  courses  stiidied  dozens  of  fxLTiS  before  making 
their  selections. 

The  -avrards  -were  conceived  "to  fill  a  definite  need,"   according  to  Dr.   Johr 
T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Tech.     "They  represent  recognition  of  excel- 
lence in  a  type  of  audio-visual  comrrunication  that  is  gaining  prestige,"  he  said, 

"Presentation  of  these  national  awards  v/ill  be  an  annual  affair  ivhich, 
v/e  hope,  will  encourage  production  of  better  non-theatrical  films,"   he  added.     He 
spoke  to  a  group  of  v/inners  and  experts  in  audio-visual  aids  v/ho  had  gathered  in 
The  Bath  <»f  Chicago's  Ambassador  East  hotel  for  the  occasion. 
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Boris  Yakovleff ,  professional  movie  producer  and  instructor  in  the 
Institute  of  Design,  conceived  the  idea  of  special  recognition  of  producers,  staff s> 
and  sponsors  of  audio-visual  aids. 

The  standards  of  judging  were  simple,  Yakovleff  explained,  "The  question 
to  be  answered  was  how  well  did  the  film  achieve  what  it  set  out  to  do."  If  the 
judges*  answer  was  "excellently,"  the  picture  was  an  avi'ard  winner, 

Yakovleff  mentioned  that  Chicago,  long  a  source  of  top-flight  audio- 
visual productions,  has  now  taken  steps  to  establish  standards  for  recognition  of 
excellence  in  that  type  of  film, 

"We've  tried  to  recognize  sponsors  of  the  films — after  all,  in  many 
cases  there  would  be  no  excellent  educational  films  if  there  hadn't  been  a  sponsor 
to  foot  the  bill  in  the  first  place.   In  most  cases  the  sponsor  also  is  largely 
responsible  for  the  content  of  the  film,"  he  said. 

Another  point  listed  by  Yakovleff:  Judges  didn't  differentiate  between 
kinescopes,  slide  films,  or  productions  made  especially  for  sponsors.  Thus  there 
are  no  "best  of  class"  awards, 

"Our  recognition  went  strictly  to  the  'best  of  show'  films,"  Yakovleff 
stressed. 

Producers  of  the  films  received  trophies,  sponsors  received  certificates, 
and  production  crews  of  each  of  the  films  are  to  receive  certificates.  Award 
winners  were;

A  new  book  which  had  its  origin  in  a  heated  classroom  discussion 
answers  that  question  mth  a  series  of  designs  by  students  at  the  Insti- 
tute of  Design  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

Margit  Varro's  "Designs  to  Musicj"  published  in  June  by  Apprentice 
House,  Chicago,  analyzes  the  relationship  between  music  and  art,  Mrs. 
Varro,  an  instructor  in  the  history  of  music  at  the  Institute  of  Design, 
explains  the  genesis  of  her  book  this  way: 

"Last  fall,  during  my  coui'se  in  music  history  at  the  Institute  of 
Design,  several  students  in  design  and  architecture  argued  that  audible 
appreciation  was  not  the  only  i-jay  to  hear  music, 

"They  claimed  that  music  appreciation  could  also  be  represented 
visually.  To  illustrate  their  point,  they  created  visual,  abstract  de- 
signs, which  attempted  to  express  vjhat  a  single  measure  from  Bach  'looked 
like,» 

"Eleven  of  the  designs  were  so  good,  and  expressed  their  idea 
so  clearly,  that  they  seemed  worth  publication,"  Mrs,  Varro  continued, 

Mrs,  Varro  divided  her  book  into  two  parts.  The  first  was  her 
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analysis  of  the  various  aesthetic  relationships  between  music  visually 
appreciated,  and  art  as  seen  by  a  composer  or  musician.  The  11  designs 
comprise  the  second  half. 

Mrs.  Varro  is  a  former  faculty  member  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music,  Budapest.  She  has  been  teaching  in  the  United  States  since  1938. 

She  is  the  author  of  a  standard  text  on  music  pedagogy,  "Der 
lebendige  Klavierunterrict,"  (Leipzig,  1929).

The  Institute  places  more  emphasis  on  the  arts  and  humanities  than 
is  common  in  most  technological  colleges  because  Illinois  Tech  recognizes 
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the   increasing   social   responsibilities    of  the   engineer   and   scientist.     It  is 
the  obligation  of  the  institution  to  develop  a  well-rounded,   thoroughly - 
integrated  citizen,   aware  of  his  social  and  civic  obligations  as  well  as  those 
of  his  profession- -hence  its  extensive  Liberal    Studies  program. 

In  its  Liberal  Studies  division,    Illinois    Tech  offers   degrees   in    10 
fields:    biology,   biochemistry,   business  and  economics,   bacteriology,   home 
economics,    English,   political  and  social  sciences,    public  administration, 
psychology  and  education,   and  language,   literature  and  philosophy. 

In  cooperation  with  a  number  of  liberal  arts  colleges,    Illinois  Tech 
also  offers  a  five -year  program  leading  to  two  bachelor  degrees,   one  in 
the  arts  and  one  in  the  sciences.

Another  major  phase  of  Institute  service  is  Armour  Research  Foun- 
dation of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,    an  incorporated,  not-for-profit 
scientific  research  institution  founded  in  1936  to  provide  a  confidential 
research  and  experimental  engineering  service  to  government  and  industry. 
It  is  the  second  largest  independent  research  center  in  the  country  and  has 
conducted  nnore  than  7,  500  research  projects  for  2,  500  companies. 

The  Institute  for  Psychological  Services  is  another  public  service 
research  organization  of  Illinois  Tech.     It  offers  a  complete  industrial  and 
professional  testing  service  widely  used  by  local  industries  in  determining 
fitness  of  applicants  for  positions  and  advancements.     It  also  maintains  an 
adult  reading  service  by  which  interested  persons  can  improve  their  rate  of 
reading  and  connprehension. 

The  Institute  of  Gas  Technology  was  established  at  Illinois  Tech  in 
1941  by  65  associate  member  companies  as  a  non-profit  organization  devoted 
to  methods  of  advancing  the  technology  of  the  manufactured  and  natural  gas 
industry  through  education  and  research.     Its  prinaary  objective  is  to  prose- 
cute fundamental  and  applied  research  pertinent  to  the  entire  gas  industry.

The  Central  Research  Laboratory  of  the  Association  of  American 
Railroads  on  the  campus  was  completed  and  occupied  in  1950.     The  new 
laboratory  provides  a  nerve  center  for  railroad  research.     It  is  the  head- 
quarters for  engineering,   mechanical,   and  sanitation  research,   and  for 

studies  on  refrigerator  cars,    containers,    and  other  subjects.

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To  stimulate  research  and  scientific  progress  throughout  the  country, 
Illinois  Tech  and  its  affiliate,    Armour  Research  Foundation,   have  also 
undertaken  the  sponsorship  of  a  number  of  technical  conferences,   conventions, 
and  symposia  with  the  cooperation  of  various  professional  societies.

Chicago's   improving  duatfall  record  suffered  a  relapse  last 
month,   but  scientists  blame  the  setback  on  Mother  Nature, 

JVJaurice  Kayner,    chief  analytical  chemist  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  announced  today  that 
the  June,    I932,   dustfall  average  was  36.47  tons  per  square  mile, 
compared  to  a  June,    I931,   record  of  48.61  tons  per  square  mile. 

This  was  the   first  time  this  year  that  a  month's  dustfall 
average  exceeded  that  of  a  corresponding  period  in  I95I,     The  IVhy, 
1952,   dustfall  was  46.94  tons  per  square  mile,   26  tons   less  than  May, 
1931. 

Kayner  said  smoke,    usually  the  most   important  factor  in  heavy 
dustfall,  probably  was  not   to  blame  in  June,      Instead,  he  cited  figures 
released  by  the  weather  bureau: 

In  June,    I95I.    there  were  only  six  days  in  which  the  wind 
velocity  exceeded  20  miles  per  hour;    in  June,    1952,    there  were  14, 

In  June,   1951t   the  mean  temperature  was  66.9  degrees;   in  June, 
1932,   it  was  74.3  degrees. 

The  strong  winds  last  month  whipped  up  dust  from  earth  parched 
by  the  high  temperature,  Kayner  explained,      "The  winds  were  even  strong 
enough  to  bring  in  dust  from  neighboring  states— there '3  nothing  you  can 
do  about  that,"  the  chemist  commented,

CHICAGO  —   Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  announced  today  that 
it  will  begin  construction  this  fall  of  the  second  new  building  to  be 
started  on  its  south  side  campus  this  year.

Illinois  Tech  has  completed  12  new  buildings  on  its  projected 
110-acre  campus  since  1943«     Design  of  the  structures  and  the  overall 
campus  plan  have  been  the  work  of  famed  architect  Ludwig  Ivlies  van  der  Rohe, 
director  of  architecture  at  IIT. 

The  new  laboratory  building  ¥dll  enlarge  present  facilities  for 
an  accelerated  program  of  railroad  research  by  the  A.A.R,     The  one-story 
structure  v/ill  be  used  primarily  to  house  mechanical  engineering. 
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Design  of  the  new  laboratory  will  fit  in  \?ith  the  modern 
structures  already  completed  on  the  campus  of  the  Institute,  Dr. 
Rettaliata  said. 

The  original  laboratory  for  A.A.R,  's  use  was  dedicated  in  May, 
1930*  Its  location  was  selected  by  the  organization  "to  permit  a 
close  relationship  with  the  staff  of  the  Institute  and  provide  for  an 
exchange  of  ideas  and  procedures."

CHICAGO  —  A  study  of  advanced  methods  of  sterilizing  drugs  by 
irradiation  shows  radioactive  cobalt-6o  to  be  superior,  according  to 
scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology. 

The  work  was  done  by  Leonard  Reiffel,   supervisor  of  nuclear 
physics,   and  C,  A.  Stone,   physicist,  at  the  Foundation. 

Current  methods  of  killing  unwanted  bacteria  by  irradiation  — 
X  rays,  beta  rays,  ultra  violet,  high  energy  electron  bombardment,  and 
radioactive  slurry  ~  either  have  commercial  disadvantages  or  don't  do 
the   job  as  well,  Reiffel  said. 

Sterilization  by  heat,   pressure,  or  chemical  means  reduces  the 
effectiveness  of  many  drugs,  shortens  their  shelf  life,  or  both,  he 
added, 

Cobalt-60  promises  to  combine  simplicity  of  sterilization, 
higher  efficiency,  and  less  expense. 

Actually,    the  new  method  was  an  outgrowth  of  work  with  x  rays, 
one  of  the  nrare  expensive  sterilization  agents.     An  economic  way  of 
sterilizing  a  hemostatic  drug  (used  to  stem  bleeding)  was  being  explored 
for  Coe  Dental  Laboratories,  Chicago,    111. 
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Liquid  cultures  of  bacteria  were  placed  in  double-walled  plastic 
capsules  —  normally  containers  for  the  hemostatic  powder  —  and 
bombarded  with  x  rays  with  the  lethal  punch  of  cobalt-6o»     Tests  showed 
all  bacteria  were  killed  if  bombarded  for  a  sufficient  length  of  time. 

Cobalt-6r  is  in  stock  at  Oak  Ridge,   Tenn.     Small  amounts  of  it 
will  do  the   job,  because  of  the  high  activity  available,   thereby  making 
possible  simple  operating  procedures  for  sterilizationo 

The  irradiation  unit  proposed  by  the  Foundation  involves  little 
more  than  a  hole  in  the  ground  ~  lined  with  lead  and  sealed  7/ith  a 
lead  cap  —  and  a  thick  concrete  wall  to  protect  the  operator.     Pieces 
of  the  radioactive  material  are  placed  within  the  hole  in  a   carefully 
calculated  pattern. 

Standing  behind  the  concrete  wall,   the  operator  loads  the  drug 
into  a  large  plastic  or  aluminum  ball,  which  is  attached  to  a  hoist 
line.     He  lowers  the  ball  into  the  hole  or  removes  it  with  an  overhead, 
semi-autonatic  hoist. 

The  recommended  safety  limit  for  the  operator  is  equal  to  four 
hours  once  every  five  days  in  the  room. 

The  present  method  is  designed  for  the  sterilization  of  a 
premium  product.     However,    the  possibility  of  extending  the  irradiation 
technique  to  other  products,    such  as  foods,   is  quite  promising,  Reiffel 
stated. 

He  pointed  out  that   irradiation  does  not  harm  the  drug  or  its 
user.

CHICAGO  a-  You  can  dry  many  paints,  inks,  and  varnishes  as  fast  as 
you  can  say  "sulfur  di chloride  vapor"  with  a  new  process  developed  by  txTO 
scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Where  current  industrial  drying  jiBttiods  (heat  or  solvents)  take 
hours,  the  nei-i  process,  called  "Chem-Dry,"  does  the  job  in  from  2  to  20 
seconds. 

Clark  E,  Thorp,  chairman  of  chemistry  at  the  Foundation,  and  Layton 
C.  Kinney,  assistant  chairman,  developed  the  process  for  Meyercord  Co.,  of 
Chicago, 

The  vapor  makes  drying  practically  instantaneous.  Thorp  explained. 
It  reacts  T^dth  pigment  oils  as  coated  materials  are  transported  through 
an  enclosed  drj'-ing  chamber  on  an  endless  belt. 

The  dr^fing  period  depends  upon  the  paint,  ink,  or  varnish  used 
and  the  material  it  coats,  vdiich  may  be  paper,  cloth,  metal,  wood,  glass, 
or  plastic,  he  added. 

After  treatment  in  the  chamber,  coated  materials  are  dust  and  tack 

free  (not  sticky),  can  be  handled,  stacked,  packaged,  or  given  a  second  coat.

It  speeds 
up  production  and  releases  plant  space  formerly  used  for  diying  for  other 
purposes.

MADISON  —  Scientific  illiteracy  is  as  dangerous  as  any  other  form 
of  illiteracy,  Dr.  John  T,  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  told  a  group  of  Midwestern  bankers  tonight. 

For  that  reason,  he  said,  science  must  speak  out  for  itself.  "We 
liavc  an  obligation,"  he  continued,  "to  help  resolve  the  doubts,  fears,  and 
misunderstandings  thct  our  vjork  and  activities  have  occasioned.  Interpreta- 
tion to  the  many  is  one  of  our  newer  tasks," 

Dr.  Rettaliata  spoke  from  the  standpoint  of  an  industrial  scientist 
as  we?Ll  as  that  of  an  educator.  Before  going  to  tlie  Chicago  institution  he 
now  heads,  he  spent  nearly  10  years  at  engineering  development  for  the  Allis- 
Chalmers  Co,,  MiltAraukec. 

He  joined  Allis-Ghalmcrs  in  1936  as  head  of  the  calculation  and  de- 
velopment division  of  the  steam  tiirbine  department.  He  was  named  manager 
in  I9I1U  of  the  then-new  research  and  gas  turbine  development  division  of 
the  stoam  turbine  department. 

Dr,  Rettaliata  spoke  before  the  School  of  Banking  sponsored  by  the 
Central  States  Conference,  an  organization  made  up  of  I6  state  banking  assoc- 
iations. It  is  a  graduate  school  for  banlc  officers  held  for  two  weeks  each 
year  on  the  University  of  Wisconsin  campus. 

"Everywhere,"  Dr.  Rettaliata  said,  "science  and  technology  are  being 

questioned.  Science  is  feared  and  man's  future  doubted  because  of  the  advance 

of  science.  Perhaps  the  greatest  fear  is  that  science  has  given  man  a  greater 

potential  for  evil  than  he  ever  has  had  before," 

••  more  •■ 
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Speaking  for  science,  the  young  educator  reviewed  the  credit  side 
of  the  ledger.  He  shoi-jed  how  science  and  technology  have  enabled  Ameri- 
cans to  reach  the  highest  standard  of  living  enjoyed  by  any  people  any 
time. 

But  the  gains  arc  not  all  material,  ho  said, 

"Mai^  social  gains  spring  from  science,  and  the  belief  that  science 
contributes  little  to  the  nonmatei'ial  advance  of  civilization  is  the  heart 
of  the  challenge  to  science, 

"It  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  socialism  consists  essentially  of 
a  levelling  down  process.  Science ,  technology,  and  production  are  showing 
us  how  all  men  may  be  1g veiled  up," 

As  to  the  atomic  bomb.  Dr.  Rettaliata  believes  tliat  its  discovery 
may  not  be  as  bad  for  us  as  we  think.  First,  it  and  other  technical  achieve- 
ments have  enabled  us  to  keep  Russia  at  bay, 

"Second,"  he  declared,  "the  bomb  has  vastly  widened  man's  possible 
choice  of  good  or  evil,  I  cannot  but  reach  the  conclusion  that  the  choice 
of  evil  use  is  about  to  become  virtually  impossible.  Science  is  compelling 
all  men  to  think  in  terms  of  ultimate  values  and  ultimate  ends,"

Armour  Research  Foundation  conducts  a  dustfall  measurement  and  analy- 
sis every  month  for  the  city's  smoke  inspection  and  abatement  department. 
From  the  25  stations  regularly  sampled,  the  Loop  had  the  heaviest  dustfall, 
87  tons  per  square  mile,  while  the  station  at  I62O  West  99th  had  the  lightest, 
18,13  tons,

CKIC;AGO  —•  X-ray  diffraction,  a  technique  that  aids  industrial 
chemists  in  putting  together  useful  synthetic  materials  ranging  from 
gasolines  to  drugs,  mil  be  under  discussion  Monday  afternoon  at  a  public 
meeting  on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus  in  Chicago« 

Dr.  I,  Fankuchen,  head  of  the  Division  of  Applied  Physics  at  the  Poly- 
technic Institute  of  Brooklyn,  -will  describe  X-ray  diffraction  as  applied  to 
industrial  chemistry.  The  meeting  is  sponsored  by  the  Physics  Research  de- 
partment, Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Teclmology, 

Dr.  Fankuchen  will  tell  how  this  research  tool  is  used  in  determining 
the  atomic  structure  of  a  substance.  Chemists  are  anxious  to  know  as  much  as 
they  can  about  the  atomic  structures  of  materials,  because  once  they  know 
Tdiere  the  different  atoms  fit  in  a  molecule  it  is  much  easier  for  them  to 
synthesize  that  molecule. 

According  to  Foundation  physicists.  X-ray  diffraction  is  based  on 
the  fact  that  if  a  sample  is  irradiated  with  an  X-ray  beam  the  rays  glance 
off  (diffract)  whey  they  collide  -rfith  planes  of  atoms  in  the  sample.  These 
glancing  X-rays  are  recorded  on  photographic  film. 

Each  substance  makes  a  characteristic  pattern  on  the  film.  Thus,  X-ray 
diffraction  is  a  means  of  identifying  elements  and  compounds  as  well  as  a 
means  of  determining  atomic  stnicture.

CHICAGO  —  A  textbook  theory  of  light  is  useless  if  you  don't  know 
how  to  take  a  picture. 

At  least  that  is  the  principle  behind  a  radically  new  education  cotirse 
for  art  teachers  concluding  this  week  (in  late  August)  at  the  Institute  of 
Design  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Twenty-two  future  art  teachers  from  all  over  the  country  spent  eight 
weeks  learning  how  to  use  basic  materials  —  a  camera,  wood,  plaster,  metals, 
and  paper  ~  as  well  as  studying  color  relationships. 

This  was  the  first  session  of  the  new  course,  which  will  be  continued 
in  evening  classes  dui'ing  the  acadciiiic  year  and  again  each  sur.imer.  Courses 
are  arranged  so  that  art  teachers  and  interested  graduate  students  can  at  any 
time  begin  their  study.  The  program  leads  to  a  master  of  science  degree  in 
art  education, 

•'The  course  emphasizes  an  entirely  new  principle  in  American  art 
education,"  explained  Crombie  Taylor,  acting  director  at  the  Institute  of 
Design, 

"Our  principle  is:  learning  through  doing. 

"Usually  art  t-eachers  are  taught  textbook  knowledge.  Their  under- 
standing of  the  actual  materials,  such  as  metal  and  photography  and  wood, 
which  they  will  eventually  teach,  is  very  often  inadequate.  They  know  theory 
but  not  practice,"  Taylor  continued, 

"Hovjever,  someone  who  is  going  to  teach  in  a  creative  area  must  be 


••  more  — 
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creative  himself.  Art  education  should  emphasize,  above  all,  creative  work 
in  basic  materials j  tMs  >Drk  should  in  turn  be  controlled  by  basic  esthetic 
conceptsj  a  well-trained  teacher  should  be  the  result," 

For  example,  the  actual  camera  and  not  just  textbook  theory  xras 
stressed  in  the  basic  photography  course,  taught  by  Karrj'-  Callahan,  an  assis- 
tant professor  at  the  Institute  of  Design. 

The  students,  none  of  whom,  had  previously  studied  photography,  began 
with  a  simple  exercise  of  arranging  an  object  on  a  piece  of  paper  in  order 
to  sec  what  light  can  "do".  Then  they  photogrrphed  a  piece  of  paper  to 
appreciate  the  "tone"  possibilities  of  a  camera.  Problems  in  object  texture 
and  document3.ng  a  scene  followed. 

The  program's  organization  follows  a  progressive  plan.  It  begins 
with  the  Institute's  Foundation  Course,  consisting  of  a  basic  workshop, 
sculpture  classes,  photography,  and  visual  fundamentals  (a  class  in  the  ob- 
servation and  organisation  of  visual  phenomena).  I'ore  advanced  courses  in 
design  and  photography  follow,  along  \d.th  art  liistory  and  education  co'orscs. 

Emphasis  is  placed  tiiroughout  on  the  creative  approach  in  each  of  the 
areas  studied. 

The  32  semester  hours  required  for  the  master's  degree  can  be  com- 
pleted in  one  academic  year.  Students  may  pursue  work  on  a  part-time  basis, 
either  in  four  summers  or  in  the  Institute's  e^^ening  classes  during  the
